Cheat Grass, also called Dow¬ 
ny Drome, is invading Alberta. 
It threatens to become a ser¬ 
ious menace unless control 
measures aie started at an 
early date. 

Being ;n annual, Cheat Grass 
propagates from seed. Control 
* »c sure., should aim to destroy 
the seed, or to prevent the f< r 
motion of seed- The seed will 
soon be ripe. Batches of the 
weed should be burnt as soon 
as they are ffii to burn, and be 
fore the seeds scatter. 

Cheat grass is very inflamm 
able- Exercise extreme care to 
KEEP CHEAT GRASS FIRES

Frequently Cheat Grass will 
be found in Alfalfa. Lightly in* 
efsted Holds should l>e cultiv¬ 
ated early in the spring with a 
spring-tooth harrow or some 
similar implement. Heavily in¬ 
fested AUJalfa should be plowed 
and the weed brought under 
control by cultivation • 

Cheat Grass is also a winter 
annual and may give trouble in 
Helds of winter wheat. The sub 
stitution of spring grains for 
winter wheat has sometimes 
helped in controlling Cheat 
Grass. 

Cheat Grass is a tufted or 
bunch grass which grows to 
a height of from six to twenty 
flour inches. Under dry condit¬ 
ions it produces seed when only 
a few inches high. Tha plant is 
covered with fine hairs, appeals 
somewhat slender and turns to 
a reddish purple colour at mat- 
uiity- The drooping oanicle rc. 
solubles that of side cats. 

The habitat of Cheat Grass 
is waste places. The plant comes 
in after other vegetation has 
been destroyed. Overgrazing, ex 
cessii/e trampling and winter 
killing reduce the stand of the 
natural \egetative cover. The 
ban* spots (waste places) ap¬ 
pear on which Cheat Grass and 
other weed s become established 
The handling of grass lands to 
strengthen the stand of desir¬ 
able grasses will d 0 much to¬ 
wards checking the encroach¬ 
ment of Cheat Grass- 

The situations where Cheat 
Grass is found are highways, 
towns, railway yards and right 
of way, along fences, along the 
edges of crops, hay meadows 
with thi n stands, small grain 
fields, abandoned crop land, 
native ranges or grass lands, 
farm yards and windbreaks. 

Note: Where grass fires are 
set farmers should conform to 
the provisions of The Prairie 
Fires Act and its regulations, 
which requires the securing of 
a permit. Where burning is to 
take place within a Municipality 
application should be made io 
the Municipal Council or the 
Municipal Fire Guardian. In the 
case of Improvement Districts, 
FireGuardians or the R.C.M.P. 
i re authorized to issue permits

WINTER WHEAT 


The time of year has arrived 
when faimers who are planning 
to seed winter wheat will be i 
giving some thought t 0 this 
crop. The acreage dclvoted to 
winter wheat ha3 increased con 
siderably in recent years, and 
from inquiries received, it ap¬ 
pears that the acreage seeded 
to winter wheat this kali will 
exceed that of Inst fall to a con 
:Movable extent. 

In the early years of this 
Station’s operations an exper¬ 
iment was conducted to deter¬ 
mine the best date for seeding 
winter wheat. From the results 
obtained, we recommend seed* j, 
ing as close to the First of Sep j, 
timber as possible- Many farm 
ers have lieen in the habit of 
seeding much earlier than this 
date, and in certain seasons 
RootRot has caused considerable . 
damage. In the same seasons, 
this disease was found to Be V 
prevaent in Montana and other 
western states Investigations in 
Montana to determine the cause ^ 
of this disease, indicated that 
it was much more prevalent 
where early seeding was pract- j 
ised, but that the fields seeded 
from September 1st on seemed *'
